Parley Sought 
On City’s Bill 
To High School 


In an effort to reach agreement 
with the Sequoia high School dis- 
trict board of trustees over the city’s 
charges for use cf recreational fa- 
cilities by students at Menlo-Ather- 
ton High School, Mayor Charles P. 
Burgess this weék called for a joint 
meeting between the trustees and 
the city council. 

School trustees cn Monday paid 
under protest a $2691.50 bill to the 
city covering use during the months 
September through February. 

District Superintendent Dr. Clyde 
L. Ogden had told school trustees 
that he felt the charges were out of 
line for the facilities used. particu- 
larly pointing to a charge of $100 


‘for water in the swimming pool in 


one month and a charge of $3.50 per 
hour for use of the Burgess Park 
gymnasium, plus an additional 
charge for janitorial services. 
BASED ON COST 


Burgess declared that the charges | 


were based on actual cost of opera- 


tion and were “certainly as low as 


the school could operate similar fa- 
cilities itself.” 

Burgess also pointed out that the 
operating cost per student at Minlo- 
Atherton is much lower than that 
at Sequoia, “in part due to the fact 
that they operate gymnasium, swim- 
ming pool and park facilities at Se- 
queia and not at Mento-Atherton.” 

Ogden had indicated that cost of 


filling the pool at Sequoia was little | 


more than $30, which, over a year, 
means a cost of $2.57 per month, he 
said. 

City Manager C; L. Longson de- 
clared that the two pools and their 
operation are not comparable. The 
Sequoia pool, he said, contains ap- 
proximately 14,000 cubic feet of wa- 
ter, while the Burgess park pool 
contains some 30,090, and 10,009 cu- 
bic feet of water is lost each week in 
the process of backwashing the filt- 
ering system. 
$23 A WEEK 

This cost alone, Longson pointed 
out, on the basis of 23 cents per 100 
cubic feet, amounts to $23 a week, 
and does not include such mainten- 


ance items as the $600 painting job) 


veauired annually. 

The $3.50 per hour charge for use 
of the gymnasium, Longson added, 
is in line with the cost of heating, 
lighting, shower room water 
general. maintenance. 

“The figures charged the school 
district are the result of a sincere 
effort to charge bare cost of opera- 
ting the facilities for use by Menlo- 
Atherton High School students,” 
Longson said.

Your City’s Business 


Effective Use 
Of Rec Facilities 
Topic of Confab 


By C. L. LONGSON 
(City Manager, Menlo Park) 
The problems of how to make the 
safest and most effective use of ex- 


j isting recreation facilities are mat- 


ters of continuing importance to 
Menlo Park, as well as to almost all 
other cities which maintain public 
recreation parks and programs. 

To the end that these problems 
may be discussed thoroughly, the 
California Recreation society, cf 
which Men] Park is a member,holds 
periodic conferences. 

I was able to attend two sessions 
of one such recent meeting, held in 
Fresno, while in the latier city to 
attend another conference. The ses- 
sions which I attended concerned 

1. “Coordination between private, 
industrial, school and other public 


| agencies” and 


2. “Operation of swimming pools 
in communities.” 

In the first session, the preblem of 
operating city recreation p:ograms 
at school playgrounds, while the 
grounds are not in-actual use by the 
pupils, was discussed. 

This problem may soon become 
one with direct interest to Menlo 
Park area residents, since the Menlo 


| Park elementary school district has 


indicated interest in providing area 
for community park and recreation 
use. City and school administrators 


are now attempting to set up work- | 


able 
ment. 


plans for such an arrange- 


Such systems are already in oper- } 


ation in a few cities in the state. 
The conference was, therefore. con- 
cerned with a discussion of some of 
the problems which presented them- 
selves. 

These included topics such as gen- 
eral workability cf such arrange- 
ments, the division of responsibility 
for upkeep and operation of the 
playgrounds and programs, the way 
in which programs may be arranged 
to forestall the presentation of over- 
lapping services and the success of 
plans to provide integrated school- 
city programs. 

The second session, concerning op- 
eration of swimming pools, present- 


;}ed more technical aspects, such as 


pool sanitation, water purification, 
paints which may be used in swim- 
ming pepls and other topic. 

It also featured discussion of some 
more human prcblems: how to con- 
trol “horseplay” at the pools, and 
how to operate swimming classes, so 
that the maximum number of child- 
ren will benefit while absolute safe- 
ty is maintained. 

The results of such conferences 
are important, since they will be re- 
flected in the more efficient opera- 
tion of your city’s recreation pro- 
gra mas a whole. 

It is only through the free ex- 
change of information on these top- 
ics, as on others, that a maximum 
amount of knowledge and experience 
can be assembled.

This wes revealed at a recent 
meeting of the Peninsula Animal 
Welare society by Menlo Park 


Poundmaster A. F. Petrucci, who 
also pointed out some differences 
between animal control, as it is 
| practiced today, and that of the so- 
called “good old days.” 

During his talk Petrucci explained 
the many difficulties he encount- 
ered in his work and told the group 
how some of these troubles will be 
avoided when the public becomes 
more familiar with the work he is 
doing and the situation in regard 
to animals in Menlo Park. 

In the course of his talk, Pe- 
trucci stressed the importance of 
dog owners having licenses for 
their pets. 

Pointing out that is is more than 
just another tax; it is an insurance 
for both dog and owner. 

The case, as the poundmaster ex- 
plained it, is simply this: 

If he finds a lost dog wearing a 
license tag pn its collar, it is a sim- 
ple matter to find and notify the 
owner as the number on the tag 
corresponds to the number in the 
poundmaster’s file at the police 

station. 
HELP 

If a licensed dog is injured on the 
street’ and he is unable to contact 
the owner, the poundmaster will 
take the dog to a veterinarian who 
will give it treatment. 

Most veterinarians feel that an 
owner who won’t pay for a dog's li- 
cense, will not be very likely to pay 
a bill for treating the animal. A 
name and telephone number: on the 
tag is alsa a help. 

Petrucci told his audience that 
960 dog licenses have been issued 
up to the present date in-Menlo 
Park .and he added that. there 
were approximately 700 to 800 still 
unlicensed.

Petrucci is intensely interested in 
his work. He likes dogs and cats and 
kids and that makes things easier 
for him and everybody concerned, 
including the animals. 

The poundmaster of today has 
very little in. common with the. “dog 
catcher” of years ago. In the old 
days, the pound man was:a mean 
“bogie man” at one end of a dog, 
with a screaming small boy at the 
other. 

JOB 

Their jobs. were to go out and 
catch dogs, throw them into a wire 
cage in the back of a wagon and 
cart them off. 


There was a favorite joke in San 
Francisco about the poundman 
who founda dead horse on Val- 
encia street and dragged it over 
to Mission street: to. make out his 
report, because he couldn't spell 
Valencia, Those days are gone for- 
ever. 

Petrucci told the group that there 
was more to his job than just pick- 
ing up stray dogs and cats. He re- 
ceives many calls that he answers as 
part of his job. 


EXAMPLES : 

For example he has been asked to 
take away unwanted animals; re- 
mpeve wandering horses and cows; 
crawl under a house, built less than 
two feet above ground to get an in- 
jured cat; remove a snake out of a 
terrified woman’s garden; go aiter 
opposum and bees and take charge 
of wounded birds. , 

For an hour after his talk, Pe- 
trucci answered questions put to 
him by the group. 

In answering one member, he ex- 
Plained that no small animal was 
ever hurt in being taken to the ani- 
mal shelter and none of them ever 
got into fights, as the dogs were all 
placed in ‘individual compartments 
in his truck and the eats in seperate 
carrying cases.

It is best to put in young plant 
material so it will have an oppor- 
tunity to adapt itself to your garden 
conditions.
